As part of our continuing review of military disbursing officers'
accounts we reviewed the travel voucher segment of the February 1977
account of Major Richard M. Foster, Finance Officer, 5th Firsnce Section,
DSSN 6553, APO New York 09086 of your command.

We examined 87 temporary duty and 84 permanent change of station
travel vouchers, selected statistically, and we found 47 erroneous
payments described in the Enclosure. Most of the errors involved
incorrect computations of per liem payments or payment of per diem
when the member was only due a mileage allowance.

We are concerned that the error rate of about 28 percent is over
four times the Army-wide error rate of 6 percent. Accordingly, we would
appreciate your ccumments on the causes for the errors and actions taken
to improve the accuracy of travel payments.
